TALKED BATHER FREELY OF 


OTHEB HATTERS. 


GETS SENTENCE TOMORROW 


CLOSING SCENES OF A REMARK- 


ABLE TRIAL. 


Buffalo, 
N, Y., Sept. 25.—Paul, 


"Waldeck and Victoria Czolgosz, fath- 
er, brother and sister of Leon Czol- 
g*osz, assassin of President HcKiuley, 
were granted an interview with -the 
prisoner in the £<rie county jail to- 
day. 
Assistant District Attorney 


Frederick Haller and Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Police P. V. Cusacl; 
were present under instructions of 
District Attorney Penney throughout 
the interview. 


No other person will "be allowed to 


see the prisoner until after the 
sentence of death is imposed tomor- 
row afternoon. 


The interview between the assassin 


and his father, brother and1 sister 
lasted thirty-five minutes, but no in- 
formation leading to the implication 
of any one elsa in an anarchist plot 
to kill the president was given by 
the prisoner. 


"We learned nothing that we did 


not know before," said Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Haller, at the conclu- 
sion of the conference. 


"He talked more than he has at 


any previous time, but even to his 
family he was not very communica- 
tive." 


The family returned to Cleveland 


immediately after the interview. 


But(little of the conversation which 


passed between the members of the 
family could be gleaned. The officals 
•said that the conversation was natur- 
ally such as would occur at such a 
meeting and that it was better to 
throw the mantle of privacy over it. 


However, authoritative announce- 


ment was made that Czolgosz denied 
absolutely that any one else was con- 
cerned in (the plot to kill the presi- 
dent* 
He asserted, as he has from 


the outset, that he did the deed alone 
and unaided and that no other perso:i 
in the world was concerned in the 
tragedy. 


PHESSED TO TELL. 


Several times when he was pressed 


to tell the true story of the assassin- 
ation, the prisoner repeated the 
words, "I did it alone; there was no 
one else." 
, 


The prisoner asked nothing about 


the other members of his family or 
his friends and did not give any evi- 
dence of sorrow or regret over his a at. 


The father and brother were affect- 


ed, naturally, over the meeting, but 
they gave little outward evidence of 
it. The sister cried all of the time, 
but the prisoner gave no evidence of 
feeling, aside from saying that he 
was glad he could see them. 


At the end of thirty-five minutes 


the prisoner shook hands with his 
father and brother, and his sister 
tearfully kissed him good-bye. 


END CAHE SUDDENLY. 


The trial of Czolgosz ended yester- 


day somewhat quicker than was ex- 
pected. 
The jury was out but a few 


minutes when it agreed on guilt of 
murder in the first degree and repent- 
ed to the court that a verdict had 
-been reached. The jury was brought 
in, the verdict read and the prisoner 
taken back to this cell* 


Remarkable as the trial has been 


throughout for its dignity equally 
with its absence of delay, not the 
least engrossing feature of the day 
was the address to the jury made by 
Loren L. Lewis, counsel for the pris- 
oner. The venerable jurist explained 
the necessity of a defense for the 
prisoner even though his guilt could 
scarce be questioned, <and aniade his 
address the occasion for a criticism of 
lynch law, which, in all probability, 
will go down in the annals of history 
as the most masterly vindication of 
the jury system and condemnation of 
mob violence ever uttered.

JUDGE LEWIS' ADDRESS. 


In beginning his address to the 


jury Judge Lewis, of counsel for the 
defense, said they were embarrassed 
by the suddenness with which the 
people's case was ended. 
To the 


jury he said: 


"Gentlemen of the Jury: A calam- 


ity has fallen upon this nation 
through the act of this man, but the 
question is whether his act was the 
act of an insane man. 
If an insane 


man-it is not murder and he should 
be acquitted of that charge. 


'•Gentlemen, when they become 


members of the legal profession be- 
come members of the court. 
They 


are compelled, if assigned, to defend 
a criminal, or rather the one who is 
charged with a crime. 
They are 


compelled to respond and a'ccept the 
duty unless they can present some 
reasonable excuse, and if they refuse 
;o perform that duty they are guilty 
of a misdemeanor and are liable to 
punishment by the court. 


"There are in our country individ- 


uals, not, I hope, in very large num- 
bers, but we know they are scattered

iOMMISSIQNERS 
CONFERRED 


TALKED OVER AFFAIRS IN THE 


AUDITOR'S OPPICE. 


Do Not Believe Shortage Will Much 


Exceed $3,300—Will Make a 


Statement Before Long. 


The county commissioners met this 


morning and spent the entire session 
in Considering the mixed state of af- 
fairs in the county auditor's office. 
Expert George D. Crane, who has 
been examining the books for the lost 
several weeks, was not ready to make 
a detailed report, although he said 
he might complete it during the day. 
There have been many rumors afloat, 
aonong them being one that the ex- 
pert's sheets will show a discrepancy 
of about $8,000. 
Questioned direct- 


ly on this point the commissioners, 
all three being present, as was Coun- 
ty Attorney Barrett, said to The Sen- 
tinel that such rumors must be 
rumors only, because until Mr. Crane 
made his report and presented them 
with the figures, -they could not tell 
what the discrepancy would be. They 
had reason last week to believe that 
the shortage would reach between 
$3,000 and $3,300 and they had no 
reason to think differently now. 
It 


is possible, they said, that there may 
be a difference of six, seven or eight 
thousand dollars between the ac- 
counts in the auditor's office and the 
accounts in the treasurer's Office, but 
such a difference would not mean a 
shortage of that amount. 
All the 


fees collected since the investigation 
was commenced are still in the hands 
of the acting auditor; there are legiti- 
mate allowances still due the auditor 
nnd his quarterly salary as auditor 
and clerk of the county council, ag- 
gregating $1,775, will be placed to 
the credit of his account on October 1. 
The commissioners say that they are 
as anxious as anyone to make a com- 
plete statement as soon ns the figures 
are at hand, but that until such 
figures are received they $an not say 
anything for publication. 


DIRECTORS WILL MEET. 


Thursday evening the directors of 


the Port Wayne Commercial club will 
hold their regular monthly meeting. 
There is considerable routine business 
to come up and it barely possible the 
directors may lend their aid to the 
solution of the interurban railroad 
problem. Secretary Monning, for the 
special committee, has requested 
statement from the cities of Cleve- 
land, Toledo, Lima and Dayton, Ohio, 
and Marion, Muncie and Anderson, 
Ind., as to the terms upon which the 
intcrurban electric lines are enabled 
to reach these cities. It is believed 
this information will be of service in 
assisting the committee to make rec- 
ommendations for Port Wayne.

tional Athletic company, which is to 
be the name of the new combination, 
have been drawn up and the pro- 
moters expect to complete the pro- 
ect so rapidly that they .will have 
control of professional athletics be- 
'ore the opening of the season next 
ipring. 
< 


A tremendous saving in expenses 
nd the abolition of the costly nvar- 
tore now waged between rival or* 
ganizations and between rival mag- 
nates and players is contemplated. 


•Whether Hart a*nd Freedman and 
heir associates expect to seek the 
control at once of cricket, athletic 
sports and other branches outside of 
base ball they will not say. 
The 


contemplated capital stock is $50,- 
000,000. 
The main object of the 


combine will be to merge the Nation- 
al and American leagues. 
President 


Hart, of Chicago, first broached the 
subject several months ago. 
He had 


first exhausted every argument to 
nduce his brothers in the National 
eague to make terms of peace with 
the American league. 


Presidents Brush, Preedman and 


others, however, .would not join in 
the harmony move. 
Preedman at 


first was equally averse to the trust 
dea, but it had so many seeming ad- 
vantages that he at last joined with 
Hart in the preliminary negotiations. 


Soden, of Boston, and Rogers, of 


Philadelphia, are two of those so far 
,eft out of the negotiations. 
It is 


reported that Robison, of St. Louis, 
is interested in the matter already, 
but the inner circle is being kept 
small and none of the men known to 
be involved will talk of the details, 


NEWS TO BOBISON. 


Cleveland, 0., Sept. 
25.—When 


shown the dispatch from New York 
today stating that a trust in base 
ball and professional athletics was 
being organized President Prank Do 
Ha'as Robison, of the St. Louis Na- 
tional league club, said: 


"This is absolutely the first inti- 


mation I have received concerning 
the matter. While it may of course 
be true that such a project is under 
way, I feel almost sure that I would 
have received -ait least a hint of it 
ere this from those who &re said 
to be 'bethind the scheme if any defi- 
nite steps had been taken." 


Asked if he thought such a trust 


as described would prove practical, 
Mr. Robison said that -he would want 
to examine the plans very carefully 
before venturing an opinion on it 


Vice President C. W. Somers, of 


the Atnericin league, concerning the 
same subject, said: "It's the first 
word I have heard of the matter. It 
may be true, but I doubt it very 
much."

A VACANT SEAT. 


When the court of inquiry con- 


vened at the navy yard at 11 o'clock 
oday there was general comment up- 
on the fact that the seat which had 
been occupied from the beginning of 
the sittings by Judge Jere Wilson 
was vacant. 
He had endeared him- 


self not only to the members of the 
court, but to all persons about the 
court, and sorrow was shown on 
every countenance. 
Comment upon 


his sudden -taking on* was very gen- 
eral throughout the court room. 


In answer to a question from the 


Associated Press Admiral Schley to- 
day stated that since the death of 
Judge Wilson, Attorney General Isa- 
dor Baynor will be the leading coun- 
sel in his case and that he would be 
assisted toy Capt. James Parker, of 
New Jersey, and by Mr. M. A. 
Teague, of Baltimore, as an expert 
assistant, Mr. Baynor will continue 
to conduct the cross-examination of 
witnesses as he has been doing and 
the other gentlemen will continue in 
the same Capacity they occupied up 
to the time of Judge Wilson's death, 


Mr. Baynor stated that if it became 


necessary in the preparation or ab- 
stracting of the voluminous docu- 
ments in the case to employ assist- 
ant counsel, or if he should be un- 
avoidably absent at any time, that 
the proper arrangements would be 
made for that purpose. 


The business of the court, however, 


was promptly resumed at the usual 
hour. 


MANY CHARTS ON HAND. 


The wall back of the court was 


adorned today with a chart on -a 
large scale showing the 'ground site 
of the battle of Santiago on July 3. 


The southern coast of Cuba in the 


vicinity of Santiago 
(was plainly 


marked, and the points at which the 
Spanish ships went to the bottom or 
to the shore were all indicated in 
plain lettering. 
There were ulso a 


number of transparent charts, which 
had been prepared over night, sitting 
about in the rear of the room, and 
which were intended to illustrate 
various phases of the Santiago cam- 
paign. 
All these had been prepared 


with a view of expediting the work 
of the court and all were on a large 
scale. 


The first witness called today was 


Mr, A. B. Claxton, the machinist on 
board the Texas, who had begun his 
testimony when the sittings of the 
court were so abruptly terminated 
yesterday morning by the death of 
Judge Wilson, 


Before Mr. Claxtftn took the stand 


Commander Heilner was repealled to 
make verbal corrections in the official 
copy of "his testimony. He said lie 
had several corrections that he de- 
sired to make. In one case he was 
recorded as giving the "bearng and 
the distance*' of the Brooklyn. He 
said he had given the bearing and 
not the distance. 
(Ho made various 


other changes, but they were not ma- 
terial. 


CLAXTON'S TESTIMONY, 


Mr. Claxton said on July 3, 1898 


he had been on duty in the engine 
room of the Texas. The engine indi 
cator had called for full speed ahead 
early in the morning, 
which had 


within an hour after the beginning 
of the action, been changed to "ful 
speed astern." To 'his knowledge 
there had been no signal for the xe 
versal of the engines. He said that 
he had been excused from service In 


the engine room, but still lie knew 
that the engines were reversed for 
about two minutes. 


The witness bad said that the en- 


gine was stopped. 


"What was the next change made 


in the indicator of the port engine 
of the Texas?" he was asked. 


"Full speed ahead." 
"What was the next after that?" 
"There was no other order given 


for some time afterward." 


"When was a further signal re- 


ceived by the indicator and what 
was the signal?'' 


"Within the first hour of the en- 


gagement the direction was changed 
to full speed astern." 


"Can you give an estimate of the 


time when the signal was given for 
:ull speed astern and how long after 
the beginning of the action?" 


"I could say within the first hour." 


NO OTHER SIGNAL. 


"Was there any other signal given 


during that watch within your 
knowledge for the port engines to 
reverse?" 


"There was none to my knowledge." 
"You were on duty in the port en-

WILL NOT BE CANDIDATE FOR 


COUNTY ATTDITOR. 


M.V. WALSH OUT OF THE RACE 


Announced His 
Withdrawal 
to 


Priends This Morning—Cannot 


Make a Winter Campaign. 


Something of a surprise was oc- 


casioned in political circles this 
morning when Michael V. Walsh an- 
nounced his withdrawal as a candi- 
date for the democratic nomination 
'or auditor of Allen county. 


Mr, Walsh speedily confirmed the 


rumor which was current upon the 
streets. "Yes," said he, "I have con- 
cluded to withdraw from the race, 
and have tola some of my friends as 
much." Mr. Walsh is widely known 
over the county and had already done 
considerable work in the interest of 
his candidacy. Asked the reason of 
his withdrawal from the race, Mr. 
Walsh said: 


"Well, there are a number of things 


that contributed to my decision, but 
the most important, to me, at least, 
is the fact that I am not able phys- 
ically to undergo the winter cam- 
paign that would be necessary in or- 
der to conduct the canvass properly, 
and some of my best friends have 
cautioned me against making the at- 
tempt I still suffer somewhat from 
the effects of a partial stroke of par- 
alysis sustained some years ago, and 
I feel that the exposure of an active 
campaign through the winter months 
would be a risk that I do not care to 
take. I appreciate most thoroughly 
the evidences of cordial friendship 
with which my candidacy had been 
received, but in justic to myself I 
feel it obligatory upon me to with- 
draw from the race."

On Monday afternoon he took the

saw say they had given him no treat- 
ment whatever and that he died from 
natural causes.

Charles Dunn, under 
indictment 


for the murder of Alice Cothrell and 
for producing an abortion on Eliza- 
beth Weisell, was quietly arrainged 
'or plea in the circuit court this 
morning at (half past ten o'clock 
The public i#as not apprised of the 
contemplated -arraignment and con- 
sequently there was no crowd in the 
obby when the venerable looking 
prisoner was brought in* 
There 


were present the incidental Mbitues 
of the court room, the prosecuting 
attorney and 3iis assistant, Judge 
Hench, tho prisoner's consul and a 
newspaper man or tw. The prisoner 
was escorted to a seat inside the at- 
torneys' railing and after a few 
words spoken in a whisper with his 
attorneys, tne latter announced that 
they were ready for Arraignment and 
plea. 


A PLEA OF NOT GUILTY. 


The indictment, a lengthy find 


quite voluminous looking document, 
was read by Prosecutor Emerick and 
to each of the eight counts, as here- 
tofore printed and outlined in these 
columns, a plea of not guilty was 
made.

all over the country, who think in a 
case like this or even in charges of 
much less degree it is entirely proper 
that the case should be disposed of 
by lynch or mob law. 
We can hard* 


ly take up a paper without we learn 
that in some part of this free and in* 
dependent country 
some man has 


been murdered on the suspicion or 
belief that he was guilty of some 
'crime. 
This state of things does not 


exist in our community, but it does 
in some parts of our state, as every 
intelligent man knows. 


"It is charged here that our client 


is an anarchist* *a onan who does not 
believe in any law or in any form of 
government 
And 'there are, we are 


told, other individuals who entertain 
that opinion. 
We all feel that such 


doctrines are dangerous, tire criminal, 
are doctrines that -will subvert our 
government in time if they are al- 
lowed to prevail. 


"Gentlemen of the jury, while I 


believe firmly in that, I do not be- 
lieve it creates a danger to this court 
equal to the 'belief, becoming so com- 
mon, 
that men who are charged with 


crime shall not be permitted to g<o 
through the form of a trial in a court 
of justice, but that lyu'eh law shall 
take the place of the calm and dig- 
nified administration of the law by 
our courts of justice. 
When that 


doctrine becomes sufficiently pre- 
valent in this country, if it ever does, 
our institutions will be set aside and 
overthrown. 


TRIAL AN OBJECT LESSON". 
"This trial here is a great object 


lesson to the world. 
Here is a case 


where *i man has stricken down tho 
beloved president of this country in 
broad daylight, in. the presence of 
hundreds of thousands of spectators, 
If there was ever a case that would 
excite the anger, the wrath of those 
who saw it, this was one, and yet 
under the advice of the president 
'Let no man hurt him/ he was taken, 
confined in our prison, indicted, put 
upon trial here and the case is soon 
•to be submitted to you, as to whether 
he is guilty of the crime charged 
against 
him. 
That, 
gentlemen, 


speaks volumes in favor of the or- 
derly conduct of the people of the 
city of Buffalo. 


"Here was a man occupying <an ex- 


alted position, a man of irreproach- 
able character; he was a man 'W3u 
had come here to assist us in promot- 
ing the prosperity of our great ex- 
position. 
And he was shot down 


while holding a reception, 


"His death has touched every heari 


in this community and in the whole 
world, and yet we sit here and quietly 
consider whether the man was re- 
sponsible for the act he committed 
That question is one you are called 
to decide." 


Judge Lewis was crying when he 


finished and the eyes 
of many of 


those in the court room were filled 
with tears. 


Judge Titus then arose and said 


that Judge Lewis had so completely 
covered the ground that it seemed 
entirely unnecessary for him to re- 
iterate it and he would therefore rest. 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY SUMS UP, 


At 3:10 District Attorney Penney 


began summing up. He spoke in a 
clear, well modulated voice and every 
word could be heard in any part of 
the room. 


He said in part: 
"It is hardly possible for any man 


to stand up and talk about this case 
without the deepest emotion. It was 
the most awful tragedy 
that ever 


came upon the world. We have shown 
you how this defendant stood in the 
temple of music that afternoon and 
shot down our beloved president. We 
have shown you how he deliberated 
on and planned this awful 
crime. 


We have shown you how >nc attended 
anarchistic and socialistic meetings, 
at which were sown in his heart the 
seeds of his terrible act. 


"There is no time for oratorical dis- 


play. 
Counsel for the prisoner and 


myself have endeavored to eliminate 
all sensationalism from this case. It 
is not my intention to indulge in ex- 
tended remarks. You understand 
the responsibility resting upon you 
NATIONAL HEART IS BROKEN 


"It is a great lesson that so great 


a man can stoop so low; that he was 
so great that he could forgive his 
own assassin. He was the noblest 
man, 
I believe, God ever created. A 


man who stood near him in the tem- 
ple of music said to me: 
*I 
have 


traveled in all parts of the world and 
have seen people assembled to greet 
their rulers, but when I saw the peo- 
ple stand in the railroad stations and 
along the country through which the 
funeral train passed that they might 
get a look at the casket of this great 
man I was convinced as never before 
that there is such a thing as a na- 
tional heart/ 


"That national heart was broken 


and it will take God's way and time 
to heal it. 


"It was broken by a class of people 


who are coming to our country in in- 
creasing numbers, 
and while har- 


bored by our laws are propagating 
their malicious views; a class of peo- 
ple that must be taught that we have 
no place for them on our shores, n 
class of people that must be taught 


that they cannot take the lifo of 
anyono irrespective of consequences." 


JUSTICE WHITE'S CHAROE. 
Justice White began his charge to 


the jury at 3:29. 
He arose from his 


seat and stepped to the side of the 
bench nearest «the jury box. He said: 


"Gentlemen of the jury, in this case 


the defendant has acknowledged his 
guilt. Such an acknowledgment in 
such circumstances cannot go to the 
jury or the court. The law requires 
that the defendant 
charged 
with 


such a crime must bo tried. You 
must consider all this evidence that 
the people have submitted 
to you. 


You are the sole judges of facts in 
this case. 


"If the act was not premeditated Jie 


was guilty of murder in the second 
degree. If the shot was fired acci- 
dentally and without premeditation 
he is guilty of manslaughter in the 
first degree. It is not necessary for 
me to discuss the question of man- 
slaughter in the second degree in this 
case." 


Justice White then commended the 


jurors for their patience during the 
trial and ordered them to retire and 
bring in a verdict. They retired at 
3;51 p. m.

IMPORTANT RULING IS 'MADE 


JUSTICE TRANCE DECIDES IN 


GARNISHMENT CASES. 


Defendant Acquitted in Matter of 


Sending Accounts Out of the 


State for Collection. 


A number of cases in Justice 


France's court, in which certain Port 
Wayne parties were charged with 
sending claims against residents of 
the city out of the state for garnish- 
ment and collection, were set for 
hearing this morning. The case of 
the state against Stephen Ganzer, on 
affidavit of Matthias Schenline, was 
dismissed on the motion of the prose- 
cuting- attorney, and similar disposi- 
tion was made of the case against 
Prank Feigel on affidavit of August 
W. Axt. The cases against John G. 
Zuber, 
Pred 
Preese 
and 
Henry 


Uetrccht were continued until Thurs 
day. In the case of the state against 
Henry Allgeier, on the affidavit of 
Theodore Kress, tried yesterday, de 
cision on which was reserved until 
today, the justice rendered a written 
opinion, acquitting the defendant. 


JUSTICE PRANCE'S OPINION. 
Justice France's opinion in full is 


as follows: 


"The following is the statute upon 


which the prosecution seeks a con- 
viction: 


" 'Homer's Annotated 
Statutes, 


Sec. 2162.—Whoever7 whether princi- 
pal, agent or attorney, with intent 
thereby to deprive any bona-fide resi- 
dent of the state of Indiana of his or 
her rights, under the statutes ofIndi 
ana, on the subject of the exemption 
of property from levy and sale on 
execution, or in attachment or gar- 
nishment, sends or causes to be sent 
out of the state of Indiana any claim 
for debt to be collected by proceed- 
ing's in attachment, garnishment or 
other mesne process, when the credi- 
tor, debtor, or person, or corporation 
owning for the earnings intended to be 
reached by such proceedings in at- 
tachment are enhanced, all within 
the jurisdiction of the courts of the 
state of Indiana, shall, upon convic 
tion thereof, be fined for each and 
every claim so sent in any sum not 
more than fifty dollars nor less than 
twenty dollars/ 


"There is a serious question as to 


the constitutionality of this statute 
as being in conflict with and 
re< 


pugnant to the fourteenth amend- 
ment of the federal constitution and 
the constitution of the state of Indi 
ana. However, we will not consider 
the question at this time. 


"Considering this statute, with 


Sec. 2163, the act of any person of 
this state sending1 any evidence of 
debt, choose in action, or account, 
against a resident of this state, into 
another state, or assigning or trans- 
ferring the same for value, is no vio- 
lation of law, but when it is sent out 
of this state with intent thereby to 
deprive the debtor of his rights 
under the statutes of Indiana, on the 
subject of the exemption of property 
from levy and sale, on exemption and 
in attachment and garnishment, or 
when it i$ assigned or transferred for 
the purpose of having the same col- 
lected by proceedings in attachment, 
garnishment 
or other process in 


courts outside of the state of Indiana, 
then each act became a violation. 
The affirmative, however, is upon *he 
prosecution to show the true purpose 
or intent. 


"Passing over the question of the 


constitutionality of the law and the 
sufficiency of the affidavit as raised 
by the defendant, and applying the 
law as stated, we find from the evi- 
dence offered by the prosecution that 
the defendant, Henry Allgeier, made 
a valid assignment and transfer of 
the account or debt in question and 
that no evidence was offered satisfac- 
tory to this court to show that the 
defendant did the same for the pur- 
pose or intent to bar the prosecuting 
witness from his rights under the 
laws of the state of Indiana, and a 
reasonable doubt prevailing, the de- 
fendant is acquitted/5

DELIVERED DISPATCHES. 


Hear Admiral Cotton, 
now com- 


mandant of the Norfolk navy yard, 
who commanded the auxiliary cruiser 
during the Spanish 
war, was the 


next witness. 
He told of meeting 


the flying squadron under Commo* 
dore Schley off Santiago on Hay 27, 
189S, and said that 
on that date 


he had delivered dispatcher to the 
then commodore from Admiral Samp- 
son and the navy department. He 
had, 
he said, boarded the Brooklyn 


about 10:30 o'clock. The weather 
was then moderate and he had no 
difficulty in going aboard the Brook- 
lyn from his boat. He had worn his 
sword. 


"What conversation took place be- 


tween yourself and Admiral Schley?" 
asked Captain Lemley. 


"It will be impossible for me to 


state the entire conversation," the 
witness replied. "I was on board, 
generally speaking, from about half 
past 10 o'clock to about noon. The 
conversation naturally covered a very 
wide range, the most important part 
of which was, of course, relative to 
tho dispatches I had delivered." 


"What was said 
about the dis- 


patches?" 


"I delivered to Commodore Stfiley 


the original cipher in which the dis- 
patches had been received by me at 
St. Nicholas Mole, 
tog-ether with 


translation of those dispatches 'made 
by Lieutenant Beall, of the Harvard. 


SPOKE OP COALING. 


"I handed them personally to him 


in his cabin in the order of their date, 
He received them, read them and 
commented in a general v/ay upon 
their purport; spoke of the difficulty 
be had had in getting coal on board 
his ships while at Cienfuegos and 
subsequently to the date of which X 
am speaking, Hay 27, an'd said it 
had been an almost impossibility to 
get coal on board on account of the 
weather. 
He questioned me rela- 


tive to the practicability of coaling 
ships at St. Nicholas Mole and Go- 
naives channel. 
As to St. Nicholas 


Mole I said: 
'There is no question 


the small ships can coal there. 
As 


to Gonaives channel I know of no 
reason why you should not be able 
to coal there/ 
The commodore made 


some remarks upon my statements, 
the language of which I do not re- 
call, but he asked me: 
'How about 


the large ships at St. Nicholas Mole?' 
I said, 'You can't coal your big ships 
there/ 
I .had special reference in 


my reply to the battleships and pro- 
tected cruisers of the Brooklyn 
New York class. 
I said, thinking of 


the fact that my own ship had been 
there and was of some 12,000 tons 
displacement and nearly 600 feet in 
length, 'Possibly, under favorable 
conditions, you might be able to coal 
the large ships there, one nt a time. 
But the area of deep water for the 
anchorage of large 
ships is little 


there, and it was not practicable to 
coal at the very utmost more than 
one large ship at a time there, and in 
case the weather 
became bad she 


would immediately have 'to go to sea. 
I was anxious while I was there with 
the Harvard on account of her size, 
and I would have left at once in case 
bad weather had come on. As I re- 
member, I recollect no qualification 
as to Gonaives channel/' 


Admiral Cotton said, in response to 


a question from Captain Lemley, that 
the vessels of the fleet could have 
coaled where they were on the 27th 
day; "at some time during that day/ 
he said. As indicative -of the condi- 
tion of the seas lie said he had used 
a cockle-shell boat in going from the 
Harvard to the Brooklyn and had 
worn a white uniform. 


"Wns anything said n't this time 


about going to Key West for coal?" 


SCHLEY WAS ANXIOITS, 


"Eeturning to what I said with 


reference to the difficulty which Com- 
modore Schley stated to me he had 
had in getting coal on board of any 
of the ships at Cienf uegos, he said he 
was very anxious. 
The coal supply 


was getting short, the v/eather was 
bad and it had been bad almost con- 
tinuously. 
It was a very serious 


problem as to how or whether he 
could possibly get coal on board ships 
off Santiago* 
He said if he found 


the (weather did not improve and he 
found it impracticable to coal tharo 
he could only see one resort, and that 
was he would be compelled to return 
to Key Wert in order to supply his 
ships with 'coal. 
Having that ques- 


tion in view he \vas apprehensive 
especially as to one ship, the Texas. 
Ho 'did not even know at that mo- 
ment whether she had out board suf- 
ficient coal to enable her to return to 
Key West. 
During my visit he gave 


an order to make signal, a general 
signal as I remember it, not limited 


to the flying squadron alone, to re- 
port whether -the ships had sufficient 
coal to reach Key West. 
The signal 


was made, or at least I assume it was 
made, 


WAS GREATLY BELIEVED. 


"At all events during my presence 


with Commodore Schley he received 
a report to the effect that all the 
ships, including the Texas, had suf- 
ficient cool to return to Key West. I 
think the commodore was very much 
relieved when he received this in- 
formation. 
Shortly afterwards, I 


should say within a few minutes, he 
directed a signal to be made prepara- 
tory for the ships to return to Key 
West. 
The order was given in ft 


general way. 


I cannot give the words of the or- 


der, but what I have stated was their 
purport. 


SIGNALS WERE BEAD. 


"While I was still there he received 


a report to the effect that the sig- 
nals were read. 
Before I left the 


ship he ordered signals to be mnde 
for ships to form preparatory for 
steaming to Key West. To go back 
a bit. I had informed Commodore 
Schley that it was utterly impossible 
for the Harvard to get anywhere ex- 
cept to Kingston. 
I ^iad not suffi- 


cient coal to get to Key West, and he 
verbally authorized me to proceed at 
once to Kingston to receive such 
amount of coal as I could get there 
sufficient to enable me to return to 
the nearest United States port 
I 


left the Brooklyn about noon, possi- 
bly a few minutes before. Imm 
ately after my departure the Brook- 
lyn commenced steaming ahoad, and 
I noticed that many of the ships at 
that moment 
under 
Commodore 


Schley's command were in motion, 
presumably preparatory to taking 
their stations on steaming order to 
return to Key West. 
As soon as I 


returned to ray own ship, after my 
boat was hoisted, I steered to the 
southwest for Kingston/' 


"Did you state in specific terms 


that you agreed with Commodore 
Schley as to the difficulty of coal- 
ing?" 


"The question was not discussed 


and I expressed no opinion." 


"Did this conversation occur be- 


fore or after the dispatches which 
you took aboard had been read by the 
commander-in-chiefP" 


"After/' 


ORDERS TO SCHLEY. 


In response to further questions 


Admiral Cotton said that he had 
original translations of the cipher 
dispatches addressed to the Harvard. 
The dispatch of Hay 25 was then 
read to him as follows: 


"Washington, May 25, Harvard, 


St. Nicholas Mole, Hayti.—Proceed at 
onco and inform Schley, and also the 
senior officer present off Santiago, as 
follows: All department information 
indicates Spanish division is still at 
Santiago. The department looks to 
you to ascertain facts, and that the 
enemy, if therein, does not leave 
without a decisive action. 
Cubans 


familiar with Santiago say that there 
are landing places five or six nauti- 
cal miles west from the mouth of har- 
bor, and that there insurgents prob- 
ably will be found and not the Span- 
ish. Prom the surrounding heights 
can see every vessel in port. 
As 


soon as ascertained, notify the de- 
partment whether enemy is there. 
Could not squadron and also the Har- 
vard coal from Merrimac leeward of 
Cape Cruz, Gonave channel or mole, 
Hayti? 
The department will send 


coal immediately to mole. 


"Report without delay situation at 


Santiago ds Cub?./' 


"Long/' 


DISPATCHES ALTERED. 


Mr, Raynor called attention to the 


fact that there were some material 
changes in the dispatches as printed 
in the official reports by the navy de- 
partment. 


Admiral Schley's reply to these 


dispatches, dated May 29, ir which 
he said he could not obey the orders 
of the department, was then read and 
Mr. Kaynor pointed out various 
changes in the language of the dis- 
patch as printed in the official re- 
port. He addressed the court briefly 
concerning (these changes. 


TOT ORIGINAL DISPATCH. 


Following- is the text of the orig- 


inal dispatch sent to the navy de 
partment: 


"Received dispatch of Kay 26th by 


Harvard, off Santiago de Cuba, Mer- 
rimac's engine is disabled and she is 
helpless; am obliged to have her 
towed to Key West. Have been ab- 
solutely unable to coal the Texas, 
Marblehead, Vixen and Brooklyn 
from collier owing to very rough sens 
and boisterous weather since leaving 
Key West. 


"Brooklyn is the only one in squad- 


ron having more than sufficient coal 
to reach Key West. Impossible to re- 
main off Santiago in present stato of 
coal account of the squadron. 
Not 


possible to coal to leewarcl of Cape 
Cruz in summer, owing to southwest 
winds. 


"Harvard just reports to me she 


has only coal enough 
to 
reach 


Jamaica and she will proceed to Port 
Royal; also reports only small ves- 
sels could coal at Gonave or Hole, 
Hayti. 
Minneapolis has only coal 


enough to reach Key West, and same 
of Yale, which will tow Merrimac. 


"It is to be regretted that the de- 


partment's order cannot 'be obeyed, 
as we have all earnestly striven to 


i that end, I nm forced to return to 


Key West, via Yucatan channel, *>r 
coal. Can ascertain nothing concern- 
ing enemy. 
Was obliged to send 


Eagle to Port Antonio, Jamaica, yes- 
terday, as she had only twenty-seven 
tons of coal on board. Will leave St. 
Paul here. Will require 9,500 ions 
of coal at Key West." 


He said *hat Admiral Schley had 


spoken of the weather as "boister- 
ous," and that that word bad T^een 
omitted from the printed copy of the 
dispatch. He also stated that, where- 
as, the admiral had raid that 9,500 
tons of coal would be necessary, the 
printed copy made it 10,000 tons. 
It was also stated in the original that 
the Harvard was going to 
Port 


Boyal, whereas Kingston had been 
inserted in the printed copy* There 
also were other changes. 


Admiral Cotton then related a con- 


versation he had with Admiral 
Schley concerning a proposition of 
Lieutenant Beall, of the Harvard, to 
go ashore and put himself in com 
municntion with the Cuban insur- 
gents. He could not, he said, recall 
the exact words of the conversation, 
but at all events Mr. Beall had not 
been ordered ashore. 


Judge Advocate Lemley then asked: 
"After you delivered the order and 


prior to the dispatch which he deliv- 
ered to you to be sent to Kingston, 
what efforts did he make to locate 
Ccrvera's fleet to your knowledge?1 


NO EFFORT MADE. 


"None to my knowledge." 
"Did he, with his squadron, at that 


time approach Santiago?" 


"He did not. I will qualify that 


to this extent. The vessels, ot course, 
were not at anchor; they were mov- 
ing about and there were no direc- 
tions for movement toward the har- 
bor of Santiago.** 


"Referring to that phrase in the 


dispatch, 'the department looks to 
you to ascertain the facts, and if the 
onc^iy is therein, do not leave v/ith- 
out a decisive action/ what, within 
your 
knowledge, did 
Commodore 


Schley do in obedience to this in 
struction?" 


"On the departure 
of the flying 


squadron, supposing they departed 
on that day as indicated by signal 
for Key West and the leaving of 
your own vessel for Kingston,'wha 
of the American force was left off 
Santiago to prevent the exit of Cer- 
vera's fleet from that harbor?" 


"I have no personal knowledge of 


that fact." 


Judge Advocate Lemley then start 


ed to read dispatches 
received by 


Admiral Cotton from Admiral Schley 
delivered by the Scorpion. 


Mr. Raynor objected to the read 


ing of these dispatches unless Ad 
nxiral Sampson's dispatch No. 7 t 
Admiral Schley's orders were based 
upon that. 


LEMLEY OBJECTED.

TO RECONCILE DATES. 


When the court reconvened After 


lunch Mr. E.iynor resumed his cross- 
sxamination of Admiral Cotton. His 
first effort was to reconcile certain 
dates, saying that it was most im- 
portant that they should be correct. 
He would ttdmit the delivery of one 
dispatch on the 27th, but the con- 
tention was whether the other dis- 
patches were delivered on the 31st 
He called the admiral's attention to 
the fact that one of the dispatches 
which he said he had delivered on 
the 27th had been dated at Washing- 
ton <a$ of that day. 
This is the dis- 


patch in which Secretary Long had 
instructed the commander as to the 
importance of determining explicitly 
whether Ccrvera's fleet was in San* 
tiag-o harbor. 
The admiral said that 


if he said that this dispatch was de- 
livered on the 27th he had made a 
mistake—'that it was delivered on 
the Slst after his return from Kings- 
ton. 


CERTAIN Otf OTHEK POINTS. 
The admiral said, however, that he 


was certain that he had delivered 
more than one dispatch to Commodore 
Schley on the 27th. 
He S9id: 


"I delivered to Commodore Schley 


two dispatches on tthe morning- of 
May 27th. I think it probable that 
among the dispatches which I spoko 
of having handed him on that date 
there may have been some which 
were addressed to me and not to him 
which 'contained information such as 
I though he should have had. 
Of 


the two dispatches addressed to him 
one was from Admiral Sampson nnd 
the other from the navy department." 


Referring to his conversation with 


Admiral Schley concerning the coal 
supply of the fleet on the 27th, Ad- 
miral 
Cctton said that Admiral 


Schley had expressed great anxiety 
cii that point* such as any commander 
would have felt, he sai'd, under the 
circumstances. 


At this point Mr. Rayner referred 


to the previous remark concerning 
coaling in the open sea cm the 27th, 
Ho said: 


"I understood you to have said 'that 


after reading dispatches the commo- 
dore made signals inquiring the 
amount of coal.

Gibbs. Bobert C. Mforris, Jacob Bren- 
ner and F. Morton Goddard. On tak- 
ing the chair Mr. Woodruff said that 
•while partisanship was proper in 
state and national politics, in the 
government of a municipality, which 
comes closer home to the individual 
and those domestic interests which 
party principles do not affect, non- 
partisanship should be the dominant 
idea. He also bitterly attacked the 
present police administration. 


T^i* platform adopted arraigns 


Tamany hall as "a band of conspira- 
tors against the public welfare,*' and 
as an "organization devoted to pub- 
lic plunder."' It charges the admin- 
istration of the police department 
with "buying and selling license to 
break the law," and the machinery 
designated for the administration of 
justice as being "employed to pro- 
mote vice and protect criminals.'' 
The platform pledges the candidate? 
to do away with "the blackmail in- 
iquity." It further says the election 
of the ticket will not mean blue law 
government, "but the largest meas- 
ure of personal liberty consistent 
witJh public order." 


TAMMANY SCORED. 


The platform then scores the Tam- 


many hall administration for its fin- 
ancial administration of the city and 
charges jt with filling the office?

It also

After the adoption of the platform 


Eobert C. Morris moved the ratifica- 
tion of the report of the conference 
committee, which met with the rep- 
resentatives of the other anti-Tam- 
many organizations, and formally 
named Seth Low, president of Colum- 
bia College, for mayor; Edward M. 
Grout, of Brooklyn, for controller, 
and Charles V. Fornes, of New York, 
for president of the board of alder- 
men. 
There was great enthusiasm 


when the names were mentioned, and 
several speeches seconding the nomi- 
nations were made. The convention 
then nominated Messrs. Low, Grout 
and Fornes by acclamation. 


The city convention of the Citizens' 


union, which was adjourned last 
April after organization had been 
perfected and a platform adopted, for 
the purpose of permitting a union to 
be arranged between all of the anti- 
Tammany organizations and candi- 
dates to be agreed upon at confer- 
ences of representatives from all the 
organizatians opposed to Tammany 
hall, re-convened in Cooper Union 
last night.

NOME INDIANS ARE STARVING 


TKADED THEIH FURS POU KED 


LIQTJOK. 


Winter Caught Them Without Sup- 


plies and They Now Need Aid 


of the Government, 


Port Townsend, Wash., Sept 25.— 


According to reports from Nome 
brought by the steamer Oregon, the 
Indians in that section are threatened 
with Starvation. 
During the past 


few months about 300 natives have 
visited Nome bringing furs to trade 
for supplies. 
As soon as their goods 


were disposed of, however, whisky 
peddlers got among them and they 
changed the proceeds of their sales 
for liquor. 


The Indians have again camped on 


the beach, generally in a drunken 
stupor, allowing the season to pass* 
in which they could lay in supplies 
of fish for use during the long winter 
period, 
"Unless they are assisted by 


the government it is said suffering 
and starvation will surely follow. 


Destitute miners from 
out-lying 


districts are, arriving at Nome. The 
United States steamer Bear on Au- 
gust 31 landed 
eighteen men at 


Nome. 
These men were found 'at 


the beach at Kotzebu Sound, penni- 
less and out of supplies. 
They had 


for some months been depending on 
what fish they could catch and game 
they could kill. This party joined in 
the rush to Kotzebu in 1898 and 
have been there ever since. 
They 


report that during three years they 
failed to find more tlian a few colors 
of gold. 


The Nome banks have given out 


an estimate of the output of gold for 
that district for the season. 
They 


plated the amount at $3,000,000. 
which is only a lialf million more 
than last year.

HIS WITS. 


Han Away With Another 


Went Broke, Came Home nnd 


Was Arrested. 


Judge Louttit had a busy time of 


it at police courrthis morning. The 
first case tried was that of Eobert 
Stapleton, charged by Minnie Staple* 
ton with wife desertion. The trou- 
bles of the Stapletons have been fre- 
quently referred to in the columns of 
the city papers since last Saturday. 
The defendant was until recently em- 
ployed as a driver of a delivery 
wagon for a local grocer. His domos- 
Uc relations have been troubled, ow- 
ing to the fact that his .wife charged 
him with being unduly familiar with 
a'woman named Bowen. The affair 
culminated several days ago when 
the wife met the husband and the 
other woman together and proceeded 
to raise a disturbance. 
The parties 


separated and Mrs. Stapleton did not 
see her husband again until this 
morning. She had learned a lot of 
things, however, and among . them 
was that her husband and the woman 
in question had left town together on 
Sunday, going to Toledo. 
Mean- 


while, Stapleton had drawn nil his 
money, sold a horse and wagon, 
pocketed the proceeds and skipped 
out, leaving Mrs. Stapleton without 
a cent for herself and four children 
and without any provisions in the 
house. She at once filed an affidavit 
against him for desertion and yester- 
day brought suit for divorce in the 
superior court.

HAD POSTAGE STAMPS.

GETS SENTENCE TOMORROW 


CLOSING SCENES OF A REMARK- 


ABLE TRIAL. 


Buffalo, 
N. Y., Sept. 25.—'Paul, 


Waldeck and Victoria Czolgosz, fath- 
er, 'brother an'd sister 'of Leon Czol- 
g-osz, assassin of President IffcJKinley, 
were granted an interview "with the 
prisoner in -the Erie county jail to- 
day. 
'Assistant District Attorney 


Frederick Haller -arid Assistant Su- 
perintendent of Police P. V. Cusack 
were present uirder -instructions of 
District Attorney Penney throughout 
the interview. 


No other person will be allowed -to 


sea the prisoner until after the 
sentence of death is imposed tomor- 
row afternoon. 


The interview "between .the assassin 


and Ins 'fa'tlier, 'brother and1 sister 
lasted thirty-five minutes, but no in- 
formation leading to .the implication 
of any one elss in on anarchist plot 
to kill 'the president was given 'by 
the prisoner. 


"We learned nothing that we did 


not know before," said Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Haller, at the conclu- 
sion of tho conference. 


"He talke'd more than he has iit 


any previous time, but even to his 
•family he ivas not very .communica- 
tive." 


The family returned to Cleveland 


immediately after the interview. 


But little of the conversation which 


passed between the members of the 
family could be gleaned. The offic.ils 
said that the conversation was natur- 
ally such ns would occur at such a 
meeting and that it was better to 
throw the mantle of privacy over it. 


However, authoritative announce- 


ment was made that Czolgosz denied 
absolutely that any one else was con- 
cerned in (the plot to kill the presi- 
dent. 
Ho asserted, as he has from 


the outset, that he did the deed alone 
and unaided and that no other person 
in the world was concerned in the 
tragedy. 


PRESSED TO TELL. 


Several times when he was pressed 


to tell the true story of the assassin- 
ation, the prisoner repeated the 
words, "I did it alone; there was no 
one else," 
-• 


The prisoner asked nothing aboiit 


the other members of his family or 
his friends and did not give any evi- 
dence of sorrow or regret over his ait. 


The father and brother were affect- 


ed, naturally, over the meeting, but 
itliey gave little outward evidence of 
it. The eister cried all of .the time, 
but the prisoner gave no evidence of 
feeling, aside from saying that he 
was glad he could see them. 


At the end of thirty-five minutes 


the prisoner shook hands with his 
father and brother, and his sis't-ar. 
.tearfully kissed him good-bye. 


END CAME SUDDENLY. 


The trial of Czolgos?: ended yester- 


day somewhat quicker than was ex- 
pected. 
The jury was out but a -few 


minutes when it agreed on guilt of 
murder in the first degree and report- 
ed to the court that a verdict had 
•been reached. 
The jury was brought 


in, the verdict read and the prisoner 
'taken back to ihis cell. 


Remarkable as the trial has been 


throughout for its dignity equally 
with its absence of delay, not the 
least engrossing feature of .the day 
•was the address to the jury made 'by 
Loren L. Iiewis, counsel -for the pris- 
oner. The venerable jurist explained 
the necessity tof a defense for the 
prisoner even though his guilt 'could 
scarce be questioned, and mftde his 
address the occasion for a criticism of 
lynch law, -which, in nil probability, 
will go down in the annals of history 
as the most masterly vindication of 
the jury system and condemnation of 
mob violence ever uttered.

JUDGE LEWIS' ADDRESS. 


In beginning his address to the 


jury Judge Lewis, of tounsel for the 
defense, said they rwere embarrassec 
by the suddenness with which the 
people's case was ended. 
To the 


jury he said: 


"Gentlemen of the Jury: A calam- 


ity has fallen upon this nation 
through the act of this man, but the 
question is whether his act was the 
act of an insane man. 
If an insane 


man-it is not murder and he should 
be acquitted of that charge. 


'.•'Gentlemen, when they become 


members of the legal profession .be- 
come members of the court. 
They 


are compelled, if assigned, to defend 
a criminal, or rather the one who is 
charged with a crime. 
They are 


compelled to respond, and a'ccept the 
duty unless they can present some 
reasonable excuse, and if they refuse 
to perform that duty they 'are guilty 
of a misdemeanor and are liable to 
punishment "by the court. 


:'There -are in .our country individ- 


uals, not, I hope, in veiy large num- 
bers, but we know they are scattered

MANY CHARTS ON HAND. 


The wall back of the court was 


adorned today with a chart on a 
arge scale showing the ground site 
>f the battle of Santiago on July 3. 


The southern coast of Cuba in the 


vicinity of 
Santiago was plainly 


marked, and the points at w-hich the 
Spanish ships went to the bottom or 
to the shore were all indicated in 
plain lettering. 
There were -also a 


number of transparent charts, which 
had been prepared over night, sitting 
about in tho rear of tho room, and 
which were 
intended to illustrate 


various phases of the Santiago cam- 
paign. 
All these 'ha'd been prepared 


with a view of expediting the work 
o£ the court and all were on a large 
scale. 


The first witness called today was 


Mr. A. B. Claxton, the machinist on 
board the Texas, who had "begun his 
testimony when the sittings of the 
court were so abruptly terminated 
yesterday morning by the death of 
Judge Wilson. 


Before Mr. Claxtftn took the stand 


Commander Heilner was re-called to 
make verbal corrections in the official 
copy of his testimony. 
He said he 


had several corrections that he de- 
sired to make. la one case he was 
recorded as giving the "bcarng and 
the distance" of the Brooklyn. He 
said he had given the bearing and 
not the distance. He made various 
other changes, but they were not ma- 
terial. 


CLAXTON'S TESTIMONY. 


Mr. Claxton said on July 3, 1898, 


he had been on duty in, tho engine 
room of the Texas. The engine indi- 
cator had called lor full speed ahead 
early in the morning, 
which had, 


within an hour after the -beginning 
of tho action, heen changed to "full 
speed astern." To 'his knowledge 
there -had been no signal for the re- 
versal of -the engines. Ho said that 
he liad been excused-from service'in 


the engine room, but still he knew 
that the engines were reversed fo 
about two minutes. 


The witness had said that the en 


gine was stopped. 


"What was the next change mad< 


in the indicator of the port engine 
of the Texas?" he was asked. 


"Full speed ahead." 
"What .was the next after thatP1 
"There was no other order given 


for some time afterward." 


"When, was a further signal re- 


ceived by the indicator 
arid what 


was the signal?.'' 


"Within the first hour of the en- 


gagement the direction was changed 
to full speed astern." 


"Can you give an estimate of the 


time when the signal was given for 
full speed astern, and how long- after 
the beginning of the action?" 


"I could say within the first hour. 


NO OTHER SIGNAL. 


"Was there any other signal given 


during that watch within 
your 


knowledge for the port engines to 
reverse?"

In the case of the state against 


Henry Allgder, on the affidavit of

JtTSTICK FRANCE'S OPINION. 
Justice France's opinion in full is 


as follows: 


"Tho Hollowing is the statute upon 


which the prosecution seeks a con- 
viction: 


" 'Homer's 
Annotated 
Statutes, 


Sec. 2162. --Whoever, whether princi- 
pal, agent or attorney, wibh intent 
thereby to deprive any bona-fide resi- 
dent of the state of Indiana of his 01 
her rights, under the statutes ofTnrli- 
ana, on tho subject of the exemption 
of property from levy and sale on 
execution, or in attachment or gar- 
nishment, sends or causes to be sent 
out of the state of Indiana any claim 
for debt to be collected by proceed- 
ings in attachment, garnishment 01 
other mcsiie process, when the credi- 
tor, debtor, or person, or corporatioi 
owing for the earnings intended to be 
reached by such proceedings in at- 
tachment are enhanced, all within 
the jurisdiction of the courts of the 
state of. Indiana, shall, upon convic- 
tion thereof, be fined for each find 
every claim so sent in nny sum not 
more than fifty dollars nor less than 
twenty dollars.' 


There is a serious question as to 


the constitutionality of. this statute 
as being in conflict with and re- 
pugnant to the fourteenth amend- 
ment of the federal constitution and 
the constitution of the sta.tc of Indi- 
ana. However, we will not consider 
the question at tins time. 


'Considering this statute, 
with 


Sec. 2163, the act of any person of 
this state sending any evidence of 
debt, choose in action, or account, 
against a resident of this state, into 
another state, or assigning or trans- 
ferring the same for value, is no vio- 
ation of law, but when it is sent out 
of this state with intent thereby to 
drprive the debtor of his rights 
under the statutes of Indiana, on the 
subject of the exemption of property 
'rom levy and sale, on exemption and 
11 attachment and garnishment, or 
vhcn it is assigned or transferred for 
.he purpose of having the same col- 
ected by proceedings in attachment, 
garnishment 
or other process in 


courts outside of the state of Indiana, 
hen each act became a violation. 
The affirmative, however, is upon the 
prosecution to show the true purpose 
ir intent. 


Passing over the question of the 


Constitutionality of the law and the 
sufficiency of the affidavit as raised 
)y the defendant, and applying the 
aw as stated, we find from the cvi- 
;ence offered by the prosecution that 
he defendant, Henry Allgeier, made 


valid assignment and transfer of 


he account or debt in question and 
hat no evidence was offered satisfac- 
ory to this court to show that the 
lefendant did tho same for the pur- 
iose or intent to bar the prosecuting 
witness from his rights under the 
nws of the state of! Indiana, and .1 
ensonable doubt prevailing, the do- 
endnnt Is acquitted."

Hear Admiral Cotton, 
now com- 


mandant of the Norfolk nnvy yard,

SPOKE OF COALING. 


"I handed them personally to him

He received them, read thorn and 
commented in a general w-ay upon 
their purport; spake of the difficulty 
he had had iu getting conl on board 
his sliips while at Citmfnegos nnrl 
subsequently to the date of which I 
am speaking, May 27, nn'd said it 
had been an almost impossibility to 
get coal on board on account of the 
wcnther.

the largo ships there, one 'at a time.' 
But the area of deep water for the 
anchorage of large 
ships is little 


there, and it -was not practicable to 
coal at the vory utmost more than 
one Kir^e sliip at a time there, and in 
case the weather 
became bad she

the Harvard on account of her size, 
and I would 'have left at once m case 
bad weather had come on.

with Commodore Schley lie received 
a report to 'the effect that all the 
ships, including the Texas, -had suf- 
ficient coal to return to Key West. I 
think the commodore was very much 
relieved when he received this in- 
formation. 
Shortly afterwards, I 


should say within a few minutes, 'he 
directed a signal to be made prepara- 
tory for the ships to return to Key 
West. 
The order was given in a 


general way. 


"I cannot give the words of the or- 


der, but what I have stated was their 
purport. 


SIGNALS WERE READ. 


"While I was still there he received 


a report to the effect that LUR sig- 
nals were read. 
Before I left the 


ship he ordered signals to bs made 
for ships to form preparatory 
for 


steaming to Key West. To go bar.]'. 
a bit. I had informed Commodore 
Schley that it was utterly impossible 
for -the Harvard to get anywhere ex- 
cept to Kingston. 
I siad not suill- 


cient coal to get to Key West, and lie 
verbally authorized me to proceed nt 
once to Kingston to receive such 
amount of coal as I could get there 
sufficient to enable me to return to 
the. nearest "United States port.

ORDERS TO SCHLEY. 


In response to further questions 


Admiral Cotton said that he had '•he 
original translations of the cipher 
dispatches addressed to the Harvard. 
The dispatch of May 25 was then 
read to him as follows: 


"Washington, May 35, Harvard, 


St. Nicholas Mole, Hayti.—Proceed at 
onco and inform Schley, and also the 
senior officer present off Santiago, as 
follows: All department information 
indicates Spanish division is still at 
Santiago. The department looks to 
you to ascertain facts, and that the 
enemy, if therein, does not 
leave 


without a decisive action. 
Cubans 


familiar with Santiago say that there 
are landing places five or six nauti- 
cal miles west from the mouth of har- 
bor, and that there insurgents prob- 
ably will be found and not the Span 
isli.

DISPATCHES 
ALTERED. 


Mr. Raynor called attention to the 


fact that there were some material 
changes in the dispatches as printed 
in the official reports by the navy de- 
partment. 


Admiral Schley's reply to these 


dispatches, dated May 29, in which 
lie said he could not obey the orders 
of the department, was then read and 
Mr. 
Raynor pointed 
out 
various 


changes in the language of the des- 
patch as printed in the official re- 
port. He addressed the court briefly 
concerning these changes. 


THE ORIGINAL DISPATCH. 


Following is the text of the orig- 


inal dispatch sent to the navy de- 
partment: 


Received dispatch of May 2Gtb by 


Harvard, off Santiago dc Cuba. Mev- 
limac's engine is disabled and sho. i: 
helpless; am obliged to have her 
towed to Key West.

EEayti. 
Minneapolis has only coal 


enough to reach Key West, and samo 
of Yale, which will tow Merrimac. 


"It is to bo regretted that the de- 


mvtment'a order cannot 'be obeyed, 
as wo -have all earnestly striven to 
that end. I am forced to return to 


Key West, via Yucatan channel, *>r 
coal. Can ascertain nothing concern- 
ing enemy. 
Was obliged to send 


Eagle to Port Antonio, Jamaica, yes- 
terday, as she had only twenty-seven 
tons of coal on board. Will leave St. 
Paul here. Will require 9,500 tons 
of coal at Key West." 


He said that Admiral Schley had 


spoken of the weather as "boister- 
ous," and that that word had been 
omitted from the printed copy of the 
dispatch. He also stated that, where- 
as, the admiral had said that 9,500 
tons of coal woiiL1 be necessary, the 
printed copy made it 10,000 tons. 
It was also stated in the original that 
the Harvard was going to Port 
Royal, whereas Kingston had been 
inserted in the printed copy. There 
also were other changes. 


Admiral Cotton then related n con- 


versation 
he bad 
with Admiral 


Schley concerning a proposition of 
Lieutenant Beall, of the Harvard, to 
go ashore and put himself in com- 
munication with the Cuban insur- 
gents. He could not, he said, recall 
the exact words of the conversation, 
but at nil events Mr. Beall had not 
been ordered ashore. 


Judge Advocate Lemley then asked 
"After you delivered the order nud 


prior to the dispatch which he deliv- 
ered to you to be sent to Kingston, 
what efforts did he make to locate 
Cervera's fleet to your knowledge?" 


NO EFFORT MADE. 


"None to my knowledge." 
"Did he, with his squadron, nt that 


time approach Santiago?" 


"He did not. I will qualify that 


to this extent. The vessels, of course 
were not at nnchor; they were mov- 
ing- about and there were no direc- 
tions for movement toward the har- 
bor of Santiago." 


"Referring- to that phrase in the 


dispatch, 'the department looks 
to 


you to ascertain the facts, and if the 
enemy is therein, do not leave with- 
out a decisive action,' what, •within

knowledge,

Schley do in obedience 
to this in- 


struction?" 


"On the departure 
of the flying

Mr. Raynor—"Then 
we will

ahead and see if you cannot find any 
more. I know you delivered them as 
fast us you got them." 


HAD A RECORD, 


"I desire to inform counsel that I 


have a record of the dispatches that 
were received by me or 
that came 


aboard addressed to Harvard or ad- 
dressed to the senior 
officer at St. 


Nicholas Molo or Kingston, Jamaica. 
I have not a record of the dispatches 
that came nnd which were intended 
for Commodore Schley except one." 


Mr. Rayiior—• "You spoke of four or 


five dispatches." 


"The dispatches to which I have 


reference are those that 
were 're- 


ceived by the Harvard by me." 


"Have you a record of those?" 
"I have a record of the dispatches 


that v/erc intended for the 'Harvard 
and were received by me as the com- 
manding officer of the Harvard.

TO BEOONOILE DATES. 


When the coiuit reconvened flfter 


lunch Mr. K.iynor resinned his cross- 
examination of Admiral Cotton. His 
first effort was to reconcile certain 
dates, saying that it was most im- 
portant that they shbuld be correct. 
He would 'admit the delivery 'of one 
dispatch on the 27th, but the con- 
tention was whether the other dis- 
patches were delivered on the 31st. 
He called the admiral's a'itention to 
the fact that one of the dispatches 
which he said he had delivered on 
the £7th had been dated at Washing- 
ton '(IE of that day. 
This is the dis- 


patch in which Secretary Long had 
instructed the commander as to .the 
importance of 'd'etermhiing explicitly 
whether Cervera's fleet was in San- 
ti.ig-o harbor. 
The admiral said that 


if he said that this dispatc'h was de- 
livered on the 37th hfi hnd 7nacle a 
mistake—'that it was delivered on 
the 31st after his return from Kings- 
ton. 


CERTAIN ON OTHER POINTS. 
The admiral said, however, that he 


was certain that he had delivered 
more than one dispatch to Commodore 
Schley on the 27th. 
He said: 


"I delivered to Commodore Schley 


two dispatches on file morning o£ 
May S7th. 
I think it probable that 


among the dispatches which I spoko 
of having handed him on that date 
there mny have been some which 
were 'addressed to me and not to him 
which 'contained inform'ation. such as 
I though he should have had. 
Of 


the two dispatches addressed to him 
one was from Admiral Saanpson and 
the other from the navy department." 


Referring to his conversation with 


Admiral Schley concerning the coal 
supply of the fleet on the 27th, Ad- 
miral 
Cotton 
said that 
Admiral 


Schley had expressed great anxiety 
cai that point, such as 'any commander 
would have felt, he -sai'd, under the 
circumstances. 


At this point Mr. H.ay]ler referred 


to the previous remark concerning 
coaling in the open sea on the 27th.

five minutes.

This was at the suggestion of tae 
district attorney. Czolgosz was im- 
mediately taken back to his cell nntl 
to all appearances -had been in no 
way affected by t3ie result of the 
trial. 


-The case of the state came abruptly 


to an end this afternoon when the 
examination of Chief Bull, of the 
Buffalo police, was concluded. Coun- 
sel for the defense then announced 
they had no testimony to offer and 
asked permission to address the jury. 
Judge Titus' address was brief and 
almost as briefly District Attorney 
Penney summed up the case of the 
people, finishing at 3:27. 


The court then arose to address the 


jury. 


The case was given to the jury at 


3:51. 


END SEEMED NEAR. 


The trial of Czolgosz was resumed 


today with every prospect that it 
would be concluded^ with adjourn- 
ment at court at 4 o'clock. It was 
the opinion of those connected with, 
the case that it would not at the 
•furthest 'be prolonged beyond n few 
hours' session tomorrow. 


The crpwd..about the court.room to- 


day was slightly "larger than yester- 
day. The vigilance of the police was 
in no way relaxed.- The same care- 
ful scrutiny of each person entering 
the court was observed. 


The court room, owing to the care 


exercised by the sheriffs and police as 
to who was admitted, was nearly 
empty fifteen minutes before the time 
of opening, but it filled quite rapidly 
after that. 
'.There were many more 


ladies in the audience today than 
yesterday. 


The prisoner was brought over 


from the jail at 9:45 and placed in 
the same chair as lie occupied yester- 
day. The members of the grand jury 
which indicted him were present as 
guests of the assistant district attor- 
ney and occupied seats back of the 
clerk's desk. 
SUMMARY OF THE TESTIMONY. 


The day's testimony began with 


cross-examination of Dr. QSt D. Mann, 
which was largely technical, dealing 
with the wounds of the president and 
the conditions which ensued. Then 
followed examination of officers of 
the Buffalo police, soldiers of the ar- 
tillery detail which was the guard 
for the president on the day lie was 
shot, and attaches of the temple of 
music, where the tragedy occurred. 


This testimony brought out in com- 


plete form the details of the shoot- 
ing, .the capture of the prisoner, his 
examination by the police and his 
confessions of his purpose to kill'the 
president, -his satisfaction at having 
committed the crime,' and this boasts 
that he was an anarchist and opposed 
to all government and the enemy of 
all rulers. The pistol with which he 


' shot the president and the powder- 


burnt and bullet-perforated handker- 
chief with which his hand was bouud 
to .conceal his weapon were exhibited 
in court. 


Chief of Police Bull, of Buffalo, 


was the last witness for the sfcnue 
and he detailed in substance what 
other witnesses 3iad set forth.

It consisted merely of 
calling the roll of the grand jurors 
for the coming session and they were 
then excused until October 7. 


Clerk of Courts Fisher, after a pre- 


liminary "hear ye," "hear ye" by^the 
crier, proceeded with the calling of 
the jurors summoned for the trial of 
the Czolgosz case in part three. 


Judge White allowed the grand 


jurors, who had previously been call- 
ed, to leave the room if they desired, 
but only two did so, the others ure- 
ferring to stay and witness the trial.

CHICAGO ANARCHISTS ARE FREE 


No Evidence Upon Which to Hold Them and 


Court Orders Them Released—Emma Gold- 


man Expects Her Freedom. 


Chicago, Sept. 23.—The nine an- 


archists who have been under arresi 
here since the assassination of Presi- 
dent McKinleyj were today given 
their freedom,. Judge Chetlain so or- 
dering after the prosecution had ad- 
mitted that there was no legal evi- 
dence against them. Emma Goldman 
was not a party to the proceadingd. 
Her case is set for hearing tomorrow 
before Magistrate Prindivills, where 
she, as well as the nine men freed 
today, are charged with conspiracy to 
murder President McKinley. The 
cases in the lower court with refer- 
ence to the men is, of course, nullified 
by the action of Judge Chetlain to- 
day. Miss Goldman will also be Bet 
at liberty, as Justice Prindlville 'has 
agreed to take such action in her case 
as the upper court took in the case 
of the men. Attorney Brown said he 


would try to have Miss Goldman 
freed today. 


The prisoners were led back to jail, 


where they collected their belong- 
ings, chiefly magazines and news- 
papers, and then came down stairs, 
where they met friends and members 
of their families. Captain. Severe, of 
the police department, offered them 
protection on the way to their homes, 
but Abraham Isaak, the editor of an 
anarchist paper and looked upon as 
the leader of local anarchists, re- 
fused it. 


Emma Goldman received .the news 


of tha liberation of her friends with a 
laugh. 


"I guess they'll have to let me go 


now," she said. "It has 'been shown 
that the men named as conspirators 
with me did not conspire, and I fancy 
they would have trouble trying to 
show that I conspired all by myself." 


Morfolk, Web., Sept. 23.—The asy- 
urn for the insane in this city was 
ompletely destroyed by- fire today 
and it is believed that three of the 
nniates were burned to death.

dowment of the assassin is not such 
as to conclude that he designed and 
determined to make the assault with- 
out assistance from shrewder, abler 
and more responsible heads. 
The 


situation warrants the belief that the 
wretch under arrest was merely the 
tool of more cowardly and detestable 
persons, who cannot plead that they 
were not actuated in their promptings 
by malice against the man, but only 
against the American system, as 
does the prisoner, w-ho has said that 
he had no desire to injure the presi- 
dent as a man, but only because lie 
was'the head of the government, ond 
therefore stood for the system whicli 
his teachers had inspired him to hate 
and attack. 
The prisoner absolves 


the president, in the absence of lawf 
of which he Is merely the executive, 
from effort to restrict the license of 
speech or infringe the personal lib- 
erty of avowed anarchists, and there- 
fore. he could not have been actuated 
by malice against the president's 
person. Americans with the logical 
powers of manhood, as distinct from 
the anarchist instinct of the savage 
beast or the venomous reptile, can 
draw 'only one conclusion, and that 
is this:

END SEEMED NEAR. 


The trial of Caolgosz was resumed 


today with every prospect that it 
•would he concluded, with adjourn- 
ment at court at 4 o'clock.

the opinion of those connected wiLJi 
the case that at would not at the 
furthest be prolonged beyond a few 
hours' session tomorrow. 


The crqwd,abput the court,room to- 


day was siightly^larger than yester 
day. The vigilance of the police was 
in no way relaxed.- The same care- 
ful scrutiny of each person entering 
the court was observed. 


The court room, owing to the care 


exercised by the sheriffs and police as 
•to who was admitted, was nearly 
empty fifteen minutes before the tirng 
of opening, but it filled quite rapidly 
after that.

yesterday. 


The prisoner was brought ov?r 


from the jail at 9:45 and placed in 


• the same chair as he occupied yester- 
day. The members of the grand jury 
which indicted him were present as 
guests of the assistant district attor- 
ney and occupied seats back of the 
clerk's desk. 
SUMMARY OF THE TESTIMONY. 


.The day's testimony 
began with 


cross-examination of Dr. M. D. Mann, 
•which was largely technical, dealing 
with the wounds of the president and 
the conditions which ensued. Then 
followed examination of officers of 
the Buffalo .police, soldiers of tire ar- 
tillery detail which was the guard 
for the president on the day he was 
shot, and attaches of the temple of 
music, where the tragedy occurred. 


This testimony brought out in com- 


plete form the details of -the shoot- 
ing, .the capture of the prisoner, his 
•examination by the police and his 
confessions of his purpose to kill'the 
president, his satisfaction at having 
committed the crime, and this boasts 
that he was an anarchist and opposed 
to all government and the enemy of 
all rulers. The pistol with which he 
' shot the president and the powder- 


burnt and bullet-perforated handker- 
chief with wfliich his hand was bound 
to .conceal 'his weapon were exhibited 
in court. 


Chief of Police Bull, of Buffalo,

CHICAGO ANARCHISTS ARE FREE 


No Evidence Upon Which to Hold Them and 


Court Orders Them Released—Emma Gold- 


man Expects Her Freedom. 


Chicago, Sept. 23.—The nine an- 


archists who have beea under arrcal 
here since the assassination of Presi- 
dent McKinleyj were today given 
their freedom,. Judge Chetlain so or- 
dering after the prosecution had ad- 
mitted that there was no legal evi- 
dence against them. Emma Goldman 
was not a party to the processings. 
Her case tis set for hearing tomorrow 
before Magistrate PrindivillSj where 
>he, as well as the nine men freed 
today, are charged with conspiracy to 
murder President McKin^ey. The 
cases in the lower court with refer- 
ence to the men is, of course, nullified 
iy the action of Judge Chetlain to- 
day. Miss Goldman, will also be set 
Lt liberty, as Justice Prindiville 'has 
igreed to take such action in her case 
as the tipper court took in tha case 
Df the men. Attorney Brown said he 


would try to have Miss Cioldman 
freed today. 


The prisoners were led back to jail, 


where they collected .their belong- 
ings, chiefly magazines and news- 
papers, and then came down stairs, 
where they met friends and members 
of their families. Captain Kevere, of 
the police department, offered them 
protection on the way to their homes, 
hut Abraham Isaak, the editor of an 
anarchist paper and looked upon as 
the leader of local anarchists, re- 
fused it. 


Emma Goldman received .the news 


of the liberation of her friends with a 
laugh. 


"I guess they'll have to let me go 


now," she said. "It has teen shown 
that the men named as conspirators 
with me did not conspire, and I fancy 
they would have trouble trying to 
show .that I conspired all by myself."

For the Time Being. 


Washington, Sept. 24.—The Schley |

miab, Wilson, senior counsel for Ad- 
miral Schley. 
The announcement 


•was made to tbe court by Hon. Isa- 
dor Baynor, assistant counsel, in the 
following languages 


"I iiave a very sad announcement 


to make to tbe court. 
I have just 


heard of the death of Judge Wilson. 
I left him at 10 o'clock this morning 
slightly indisposed. I -was -with him 
until late last night, I saw him tlus 
morning at 8 o'clock and left him at 
10. We Iiave confirmed the rumor 
tbrougb the telephone that be baa 
just died at the Shorebam hotel, and 
I -would respectfully ask the court, if 
it meets witn the approval of the 
court, to adjourn for today." 


Admiral Dewey said: 
"I bftve to announce that owing to 


the death of Judge Wilson, of the 
counsel, the court will adjourn for to- 
day until tomorrow morning." 


Mr. Raynor said that so far as he 


could now see the counsel for Ad- 
miral Scbley would be able- to pro- 
ceed tomorrow, but he added tbat 
there would be a desire to attend the 
funeral when it occurred. 


Admiral Dewey and Captain Lsm- 


ley agreed that this detail could be 
arranged lat^r. 


CATTSED CONSTERNATION. 


The announcement of Judge Wil- 


son's death created consternation 
not only among members of the 
court, -but among the spectators, and 
some •minutes elapsed before people 
generally would accept tbe report, as 
the judge bad been present in court 
all day yesterday, and wihile he bad 
not participated to any great extent 
in tbe proceedings, he bad appeared 
physically active and wide-awake to 
all that was said and done. 


Tbe report first reached Mr. Baynor 


in the shape of a rumor a minute or 
two after Machinist A. B. Claxtou, 
of the Texas, the second witness had 
been put on the stand. Captain Par- 
ker and Mr. Teague, of Admiral 
Schley's counsel, immediately went 
to the telephone. They returned in 
a few moments, saying that the re- 
port had been confirmed. 


Mr. Baynor then made his an- 


nouncement to the court and asked 
an adjournment for the day. 


ATTtvn-RAT. SCHLEY GRIEVED. 
All the members of the court, in- 


cluding counsel for the government 
and for Admiral Scbley, expressed 
the utmost surprise and sorrow over 


the news, wbile Admiral Schley him- 
self said: 


"The news is so shocking that I 


cannot trust myself to give sxprcs- 
siou of my estimate of the man. 
I 


can only say that I have lost not 
only a clear headed and brill-'ant 
counsel, but also a dear and much be- 
loved friend. I am shocked beyond 
measure at the news and find myself 
almost unable to accept the report'' 


It was announced at the court room 


that Judge Wilson's death had oc- 
curred at 11:08 a. m. at the Shore- 
ham hotel and that it had been due 
to acute indigestion and kidney ai- 
feetion. 


Admiral Dewey said that he did

not think the proceedings of Ihs 
court would be interfered with great- 
ly by Judge Wilson's death. 
There 


will be, he added, another adjourn- 
ment on account of the funeral, but 
beyond that he did not anticipate 
there would be a further cassation of 
the proceedings. 


A LOSS TO DEWEY. 


"Judge Wilson's death," he added, 


"is a severe loss. 
It is a loss not 


only to the community at large, but 
especially to the court at this time. 
His amiability, conservatism, and 
long experience in public affairs ren- 
dered his presence here most accept- 
able. 
Personally, too, I have suf- 


fered a severe bereavement in Ms 
death. 
We had been friends for 


twenty-five years and I had coma to 
both love and respect him for his 
many excellent qualities of head and 
heart."

TELLS A STORY OF BLOODY PLOT 


Edward Saftig, Arrested in St. Louis, Relates 


Woolly Story of the Conspiracy to 


Assassinate the President. 


St. Louis, Sept. 24.—The Post-Dis- 


patch today says: 


Edward Saftig arrested Monday 


afternoon suspected of petit larceny, 
told Chief of Detectives Desmond to- 
day that he was one of three men who 
conspired to assassinate President 
HcKinley at Buffalo on September o, 
and that he, Saftig, tied around Czol- 
gosz's hand the handkerchief th/it 
concealed the weapon with which he 
shot the president. 


THINKS STOE.Y STRAIGHT. 


Chief of Detective Desmond, who 


talked all this morning to Saftig. is 
convinced that Saftig is telling- the 
straight story of President McK'u- 
ley's assassination. 
The chief sayi 


that he will hold Saftig subject to the 
federal authorities. 


Saftig was arrested Monday after- 


noon on suspicion of having stolen 
articles valued at §4 from a depart- 
ment store at Broadway and Morgan 
street. This morning Chief Desmond 
was talking to Saftig in his outer 
office •when, a detective remarked the 
striking resemblance the prisoner 
liad to Czolgosz. Saftig said that he 
had on more than one occasion been 
taken for the assassin. In reply to 
Chief Desmond's question, he replied 
that he knew Czolgosz and other an- 
nrcliis'ts. 
Chief Desmond immedi- 


ately took him into his private office 
nnd "sweated" him for several hours. 
Saftig told Chief Desmond that 3: 
would tell all he knew regarding the 
plot to kill the president. lie pre- 
faced his remarks by telling of his 
life prior to the present. 


SAFTIG'S STORY. 


"It was on the Monday before the 


president was killed that I first knew 
that anything was to happen in an- 
archist circles," said Saftig. 
"On 


that date Frank Karrigan, an anar- 
chist that I had known in New 
York and other eastern cities, located 
me and made an appointment for me 
to meet him at the Michelob saloon 
in this city. 


"I did not know before why I was 


to meet him. He knew me of old and 
ho knew that jny weakness 
liquor. 
We both drank,but what I 


drank effected mo most. 


"Harrigan told me that he wanted 


me to go to Buffalo with him. 
He 


said that there was a man tc be 
killed; a prominent man. 
I asked 


him who it was. 
He told me to wait 


and I would see. 


"I finally consented to go with him. 


We left here on Tuesday and got into 
Buffalo on Wednesday evening late. 
Harrigan gave me §50 and pnid my

cow-punchers from out west to come 
to Washington and sit in his cabinet. 


To prove his good faith in declin- 


ing to quit fighting not later than 
September 15, General Botha went 
forth and killed, wounded or captured 
British soldiers to the number of 200. 
All things considered, it was not a 
bad achievement for Botha. 


Erie county, New YorK, is setting 


a valuable precedent in criminal pro- 
cedure. In less than two weeks from 
the date of his fpul crime the presi- 
dent's assassin has been indicted and 
arraigned. May tner"other scenes of 
this stern drama he shifted as rapid- 
ly and a quick curtain finally cover 
it nil.

happened. 
President Koosavelt is 


sometimes given to doing unexpected 
things, but the course he has set for 


' himself is as admirable as it is un- 


expected. 


The Virginia constitutional con- 


vention has decided to strike from 
the amended constitution the words 


"freedom of speech," which have 
been one of the fundamental guar- 
antees since the first bill of rights 
was adopted in that state. Of course 
the cause and purpose of this start- 
ling action are obvious. Anarchist 
Czolgoss's assault on the president is 
the mainspring and the end in view 
is prevention of incendiary speecaas, 


There is far more wisdom in the ir.- 
tent than in the method of this rem- 


edy. 
The people who can enjoy with- 


out abuse of the privilege utnust 


freedom of speech are in the vast ma- 
jority. Tlie anarchists and other Ju- 
cendiary 
elements embrace small 


numbers. 
We believe it is just as 


easy to restrain anarchistic preach- 
ing by statute law without disturb- 


ing the fundamental right of free ex- 
pression. 


Admiral Schley's counsel won an- 


other important victory for the San- 
tiago victor at the outset of the in- 
quiry before the reconstructed trial 
board yesterday.

in which Judge Baynor laid down

It has been 
with difficulty that order-loving scrt- 
iaens restrained

from 


wreaking vengeance on the lawless 
cult whose propaganda of crime in- 
spired the murder of the president. 


This feeling will not soon abate. 


Hereafter the Goldmans and Hosts 


who publicly appeal to their follow- 
ers to fare forth to slay will be tak- 
ing their personal safety in their own 
hands. The country is in a mighty 
bad temper to hear that sort of thing 
preached again, and whatever short- 
comings there are in the laws are 
veiy apt hereafter to be pieced out 


to reach the exigencies of the case 
by men who believe that anarchy and 
anarchists should go, by legal pro- 
cesses if possible, but by some pro- 
cess in any event.

re to enforce the law. The report 
ven declares that the governor vio- 
ated the .law in making these ftp- 
ointm.en.ts.

Sovereign Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows Takes a 


Radical Departure—Has Had the. Mat- 


ter Long in Contemplation. 


Indianapolis, Sept. 20.—The sover- 


eign • grand lodge of Odd Fellows 
voted today to allow copies of the 
secret work of the order to be mad?. 
At every sesalcu for twenty years or 
more an attempt lias been made to 
-this end. Since the founding of Odd 
Fellowship there has been only one 
copy of the secret work of the order. 
This is not printed, but is stamped 
on parchment. It is kept by a guard- 
ian specially appointed for that pur- 
pose. During the session of the su- 
preme body in this city the copy of 
the secret work has been kept in a 
room under the watchful eyes of two 
guardians. 


The resolution adopted today pro- 


Tides, that each state jurisdiction 
shall receive one copy of the secret 
work. No additional copies will be 


made. There was a long and spirit' 
ed discussion on the resolution, its 
adoption having been stubbornly op- 
posed by many of the prominent rep- 
resentatives.

made in its favor, however, and on 
the vote the resolution was carried 
by a good majority.

Charles .Ounn, charged with the 


murder of Alice Cothrell, and with 
having conimltted an abortion on 
Elizabeth Weisell, deceased, has not 
yet been arraigned for plea. Speak- 
ing priva't-2ly, but not confidentially, 
to The Sentinel, Judge O'Rourke said 
that he did i.ot know when tho ar- 
raignment would be made, but that 
•when Mr. Dunn will be called into 
court wijl be made known to the at- 
torneys ,'nd the press, but not to the 
general public. Judge O'Rourke saic 
that he ihad decided on this course, 
not because he did not want the pub- 
lic to know, but simply because he 
did not think it necessary to gratify 
a morbid curiosity and have the court 
room crowded by persons in no way 
interested in the case or the prisoner. 
The prisoner may be arraigned on an 
hour's notice, or he may not be ar- 
raigned before close to the close of 
the term. 
His attorneys can 


mand his arraignment at any time,

PIONEER IS BEHD 


'rominent in Politics at a Very Early 


Day—Once Lived in 


Fort Wayne. 


Lagrange, Inu., Sept. 21.-—Funeral 
iervices have been held 
for Rev. 


Tohn Paul Jones, one of the oldest 
and most prominent citizens of La- 
;range county, who died this. week 
at the advanced age of seventy-nine 
years.

Mr. Jones was born at -Westminster, 


Md.? in 1822. His great-grandfather, 
Philip Jones, 
was one of the sur- 


•eyors that helped to 
lay- out "the 


city of Baltimore and for many ye.irs 
the family was prominent there. At 
the age of fourteen John Paul Jones 
went with his parents to Banger, 
Maine, where he attended school nnd 
assisted his father in the mercantile 
business until his death in 1838.. In 
the spring of 1840 he moved back to 
Maryland and in October of the same 
year moved to Fort Wayne, Ind., 
where ait- older brother, Dr. Philip 
G-. Jones, had settled at nn earlier 
date, find was at the time clerk of 
the Allen comity circuit court. He 
assisted his brother 
in this office 


awhile, but becoming deoply inter- 
ested in relig'ibus matters he soon 
after joined the Methodist Episcopal 
church, and in'1843 was authorised to 
preach and admitted into the Indi- 
ana conference of that church, then, 
embracing the whole of the stnte, 
and was assigned to a circuit in Steu- 
ben county, becoming one of the pio- 
neer preachers in this'part of the 
state.':"' •

In 1847-48 lie preached at South 


•Bend, but retired from the charge on 
account of ill health. In 1850 he 
was nominated by the whigs for state 
representative and elected. He nmde 
the trip to Indianapolis 
on horse- 


back and by stage coach. In 1852 
he was nominated by the whigs as 
candidate for county clerk and was 
the only man on tlie ticket that was 
successful. 
In 1856 he helped or- 


ganize the republican party in this 
county and was the same year re- 
elected clerk. His ability as a public 
speaker nnd his personal popularity 
in the county and the district led the 
republicans to present his name be- 
fore the republican stats convention 
of 1860 for the nomination of clerk 
of .tie ..supreme court of the state. 
His competitors were Benjamin Har- 
rison and Walter Q. Gresham, but he 
was victorious -and served in that ca- 
pacity during four of the most try- 
ing and eventful years in the history 
of the state arid nation. In 187'S he 
was elected county recorder and was 
re-elected in 1876. In 1883 he was 
elected and served 
four 
years as 


county auditor. For fifty years past 
liis life was a most important factor 
in the history of the county.

shiinr rocked unfortunates. 
Every tiling 


had gone to the bottom of the deep, and 
the barefooted, bareheaded apostle and 
ship's crew were iu a condition to appre- 
ciate hospitality. My text finds the ship's 
crew nsliore on Malta and around a hot 
lire drying themselves and with the best 
provision the islanders can offer 
them. 


Ami they go into government-quarters 
for three days to recuperate, I'uhlius, the 
ruler, inviting them, although he had se- 
vere sickness in the house at that time, 
his father do«ii with n dangerous illness.

walking about your, room looking this 
way and that, and yon ask them, "What 
arc you looking for?" and they answer. 
"Where is Unit Ho WIT':'' so if one has in 
liHsonl this infinite sweetness of disposi- 
tion its perfume will whelm everything.

exhausting' aud unhealthy and niimms 
spirit on earth is a revengeful spirit or 
retaliating spirit, as I know by experi- 
ence, for I have tried it for live or tell 
minutes at a time.

thing has been done me i;r vn'ul abnut me. 
I have felt: "1 will pay him in his own 
coin. I will show him up. The ingraio! 
The traitor! 
The liar! 
Tho villain!" 


But five or ton minutes of l.he feeling has 
been so unnerving nnd exhausting I have 
abandoned it, and I cannot understand 
how people can go about torturing them- 
selves live or ten or twenty years, trying 
to got even with somebody.

enemies is by forgiving them and wishi:ig 
them all good and un uvii.

Oh, say the cordial clung! Say the use-

My bearer, if you nr(> hy 
iiature ft pessimist, make a special effort 
by the grace of God to extirpate the dol- 
orous and tho hypercritical from your dis- 
position. 
Believe nothing against any- 


body until tho wrong is established by at 
least two witnesses of integrity. And, if 
guilt bo proved, find out the extenuating 
circumstances, if there are any. Kind- 
ness! Lot us, morning, noon and night, 
pray for it until wo got it. 


When you can speak a pood word for 


some one, speak it. If you can eonsoien- 
iiuiisly give a letter of recommendation, 
pivo it. Watch for opportunities for do- 
ing pood fifty years after you are dead.

day. 
The aim of the state conven- 


tion, which was held at the Academy 
of Musit, was to. accomplish fusion 
with 'the democratic party against 
the republican ticket recently nom- 
inated at Harrisburg. 


This purpose was partly consum- 


mated today by the union party nam- 
ing Judge Harman Yerkes, who 
heads the democratic ticket, as the 
candidate for supreme court judge. 
State Representative E. A. Coray, jr., 
(independent republican), who -was 
.au active leader of the anti-Quay 
forces in the last legislature, was 
nominated for state treasurer. 
It is 


stated by the leaders of the union 
and democratic parties that within 
a few weeks Andrew J. Palm, the 
demtfsratic nominee for state treasur- 
er, will retire from the ticket in favor 
of Mr. Coray, thus making fusion 
complete and clearing the way for B 
-straight out fight between the regu- 
lar republican organization and tha 
elements that are opposing it. 


The union, party city convention 


nominated the 
following ticket: 


District Attorney, H. E. Rothenmel, 
jr.; city comptroller, Oapt. John W.

tion, has named its own city ticket, 
but influential men in the party have 
called a town meeting for tomorrow 
evening, at which it is expected the 
union party city ticket will be en- 
dorsed.

manly qualities, high Christian char- 
acter and devoted patriotism of our 
late president, and also of his long 
continued and faithful labors for the 
welfare of his country, as a soldier 
lawyer, congressman, governor ini 
president. All these offices he flllad 
with conspicuous ability. 


"Third, our iinrueasured abhorrence 


of this work of anarchy. 
Human 


life is too valuable and sacred to 
blotted out at the behest of wild 
theorists, whose doctrines are sub- 
versive of all true government, so- 
ciety, law and ordp.r. 


"Fourth, we believe that the tinn 


has come when an attempt on thi 
life of the president should be con- 
sidered by the law as high treaso:

Of his guilt there was 
at not time any doubt, nor denial on 
his part. 'Lou is a well known char- 
acter in this county and is best 
cnown as a peddler of patent rnedi- 
cinss. In his business transactions 
with his various employers he has 
Iways been found honest and his 
•ersonal integrity 
has never been 


questioned. He has, however, one 
besetting sin and that is a disposition 
;o occasionally indulge in a vocifer- 
ous spree. 
These indulgences 
are 


priodical, but when they occur they 
are usually afterwards referred to as 
'beauts." It was during one of these 
periodicals that Lou g-ot mixed up 
with Mr. Niezer's live stock and Mr.

ffr. Lou out of mischief for another 
month and to remind him that he 
must in future modify his perform- 
ances.

In 18D7 'Mr. Chanler was sent to the 
Bloomingdala asylum.

With the exception of the loss upon 


the building- most of the damage was 
caused by smoke and water and all 
s fully covered by insurance. The 
origin of the fire is unknown. 


FIRST SEES AT 12:20. 


The firs w-as -first noticed at 12:20 


o'clock this morning by a porter at 
the Randall hotel, two blocks away, 
and an alarm.'was turned in from 
that point 
There was a quick re- 


sponse by engine companies 1, 3 and 
0, and as Chief Kilbrecht crossed Cal- 
houn street an immense pillar of 
flams was shooting high above 'the 
roof at the '-center of the big build- 
ng. It looked like a desperate case 
and in the immense crowd ' which 
soon gathered 
at the scene 
there 


were few who believed the structure 
lould be caved. 


The starting point of the fire was 


upon the first floor at the south side 
if the elevator shaft, which, stood 
igainst the east wall of the room 
about' midway in the 
building. 


Around the shaft was a sheathing of 
ight lumber and the flames quickly 
ite through this and poured upward 
ato the elevator shaft, which acted 
.3 an immense xhimney, sucking the 
roaring flames iipward with terrific 
fury. 
No one knows the origin of 


the blaze. Against the elevator shaft 
stood a wardrobe, but there was no 
fire known to be near it. A gas jet 
was yet burning: in the center of the 
'oom, but it was too far away to 
nave caused the trouble. The firemen 
began work upon the first floor, 
throwing a stream of water' directly 
up the blazing .elevator shaft. Lad- 
ders were quickly run. up to the sec- 
ond-story "windows and the hosemen 
attacked the fire from this position. 


CALLED. MOSE AID. 


Chief Hilbrecht-called engine com- 


pany No. 2 to aid the force already 
;here, more extension, ladder enabled 
the men to reach the upper floors, 
and within /an hour the fight was 
over. 
Upon the three floors where 


the elevator shaft was sheathed the 
fire was manly confined to this space. 
Above this point the flames spread 
out somewhat and threatened to en- 
velop the entire upper portion of the 
building, and they burst through the 
roof through, a burned hole several 
feet in diameter and shot upward in 
an almost solid column to a height 
of at least twenty feet. The interior 
of the shaft is a 'charred and black- 
ened mass from bottom to top and 
upon the third 
and fourth floors 


there is damage to the ceilings and 
floors. 


THE LOSERS. 


But two weeks ago the Davis Medi- 


cal company moved into the building, 
occupying the -west room upon the 
first floor and the entire second and 
third floors of tho building. 
Secre- 


tary Griffin said this morning that 
their actual loss intrinsically would 
be about $1,000 on account of medi- 
cines, printed matter, stationery, etc. 
burned and destroyed by water. The 
company carried sufficient insurance 
to make good the loss, but they wil 
be somewhat delayed in handling 
business for a few days, though .the 
entire force of about fifty employes 
resumed work as, usual that-morning 


Chief Hilbrecht says the floors of 


the building slant slightly toward 
the east and for this reason the floods 
of water turned into the building ran 
over to the east side and 
soakei 


through the floors into the stores o; 
the Randall Wheel company and Miss 
Flick, the florist, upon the ground 
floor. In each of these cases the 
damage is wholly from smoke ant 
water. . Mr. Randall estimated the 
damage to his stock at $1,000 an< 
Miss Flick placed her loss at $300 
Both are insured. Mr. Baltes carriei 
$3,000 insurance on the building 
and this will be sufficient to cove 
the damage to the structure.

•"The Franco-Prussian alliance is 
pledged to settlements inspired by 
justice and humanity."

000 troops on the plain of Betheny.

The spectacle was very imposing, as 
the infantry went by 150 files deep, 
with fixed bayonets.

London, Sfjit 21.—While Mr. KTU- 


ger and Dr. Leyds are drawing up a 
petition to President Roosevelt and 
tha czar, asking them to intervene, 
the fighting Boers are helping them- 
selves in South Africa by celebrating 
the expiration, of the period in which 
Lord Kitchener proclaimed they must 
surrender, by four notable successes, 
killing sixty-eight officers and men, 
wounding sixty-three an'd capturing 
five guns and three hundred men. 
The situation is singularly: like the 
opening of the war, two years ago, 
the names of the same places recur- 
ring in the dispatches.

Aoton house 
where the Boers yesterday reappear- 
ed, is eighteen miles southwest of 
Ladysmitb, prominent in the early 
hostilities, and the Natal colonials 
are mustering for the defense of the 
Tugela, as when General Joubert in- 
vaded Natal in 1899.

AT THE CAPITOL. 


"Washington, Sept. 17.—The funeral 


services at the capitol over the re- 
mains of the late President McKin- 
ley were simple and beautiful. They 
were of the form prescribed in the 
Methodist church. Two hymns, 
a 


prayer, an address and a benediction 
comprised all of it, yet the impres- 
sion left at the end was perfection. 


When the noise occasioned by seat- 


ing the late comers had ceased 
a 


hush fall upon the people and then 
the choir softly sang "Lead Kindly 
Light," Cardinal Newman's 
divine 


anthem, while 
everyone stood in 


reverence. 


CHOLR SWELLS FORTH. 


As the pastor ceased the voices of 


the choir swelled forth and the rich, 
pure soprano notes of Mrs. Thomas 
C. Noyes led the hymn, "Sometime 
"We'll Understand." The music WPS 
remarkably effective and touching 
as the notes came back in soft echoes 
from the fullness of the dome over- 
head. 


As soon as the hymn ceased Bishop 


Edward G-. Andrews, of the Method- 
ist Episcopal church, who had come 
from Ohio to say the last words over 
the remains of his life-long friend 
and parishioner, arose. He stood at 
the head ,of the casket and spoke in 
sympathetic

SECTION A FIRE-TRAP. 


The scene of the sickening tragedy 


is in the midst of a fow of dilapidated 
old frame structures -which stretch 
along the bed of the old canal south- 
ward from Columbia 
street, 
just 


west of the crossing of the Nickel 
Plate railroad at that 
point. The 


buildings are of various, size, hudled 
together with little nim' at arrange^ 
merit, and in some cases with but a 
narrow walk between them, 
, The building in which the woman 


and child lost their lives Tuesday is 
KTo, 122" East Columbia, street, and 
:tt was in front of this that in June, 
^1900. William .Vahrwotd 
shot his 


wife and then ended his own exist- 
ence with a bullet. 
The front and 


lower pdriion of the -building- is oc- 
cupied by Henry Warfield and Samuel 
Williams, both colored. The rear of

HAD BEEIST AT WORK. 


Mrs. Brown resided with her hus- 


band and little child in a small cabin 
immediately adjoining: 
the burned 


structure.. The husband is employed 
upon the South Wayne sewer and 
Mrs. Brown had 
been engaged to 


clean, and paper the room occupied 
by Warfield- and during the day had 
been at work there. Wm. Colvin, who 
occupies the. front 
portion of the 


house, conducts "a shoe repair shop 
at Lafayette ?_nd Columbia streets, 
and during the afternoon 
his wife 


had gone to the shop to spend the

About the same time Elias Lathrop, 
residing on Main street, noticed the 
smoke in the direction of the shedis 
and-turned in the tilarm. 


WAS BLAZING FIERCELY. 


The fla-mes were blazing fiercely in 


the upper rooms occupied by Wai-field 
and Williams- when 
the 
firemen 


reached the scene, and entrance to the 
rooms was impossible, but the effi- 
cient work of the firemen soon had 
the fire under control. Mrs. Colvin's 
first thought was of the woman and 
babe she knew had been at work in 
the upper rooms, and as quickly as 
possible she told the police and fire- 


men, 
who were working from the 


roof of the front part of the build- 
ing. 


Captain Jasper and one of his men 


from company No.- 3 plunged into the 
a-oom; -which was densely filled with 
Smoke and charred on every side by 
'the flames, which had besn partially 
subdued by the chemicals and -water. 
In other portions of the -building the 
flames were yet raging and the trip 
was a dangerous one. 


ATST AW^TEJI* SIGHT. 


Through the blinding smoke inside 


the wrecked room an awful sight met 
the -firemen's eyes.- 
Lying on the 


floor near the foot of the bod was the 
charred and lifeless body of a •woman, 
while across her breast and clasped 
in her embrace was the dead body of 
tha child. 
The firemen, retreated 


until the fire was suiUcientiy con- 
quered to permit the removal of :the 
bodies and the. police summoned Cor- 
oner Barnett, 
who arrived a few 


minutes later. 


The awful news quickly spread and 


an immense crowd gathered at 
the 


scene in an'incredibly 
short time. 


After Coroner Barnett viewed the re- 
mains the -bodies were ordered re- 
moved; That-of the babe was carried 
downstairs wrapped in a blanket in 
the rrJ-s o.f a nreman, who stood in 
the alley-holding the burned 
and 


shriveled body until the undertakers 
and police: brought out the body of 
the unfortunate 
mother.

carried upon a stretcher, covered by a 
blanket, and 
before 
leaving

premises the covering was raised and 
the remains of the babe placed upon 
the stretcher 
beside those of the 


mother. 
Both were removed to the 


Peltier -morgue,

through the alley that was packed

WASXBLD IS INJURED.

room the fire started/-was at work a 
few squares away when the alarm 
of-fire T.7a.s given and he hurried over 
only .to find his room a mass of 
flames. 'He made an attempt to .entei 
by clambering upon some' sheds and 
reaching -a.

smashed in -with his aria,- receiving 
some. painful cuts -fronv'-the bro 
glass. 
Th&'flames, burst out at the 


brolcen window, burning his face and 
compelling him to drop

upon the ground.

of the upper portion of'the house had 
been gutted and the firemen were 
compelled to toss the remnnnts of 
the house furnishings out upon the

DEATH WAS'J-ROM ACCIDENT 


Coroner Barnett is of the opinion 


that Mrs. Eva Brown, who, with her 
child, was burned to ' death in the 
Columbia street fire Tuesday after- 
noon, did not comniit suicide nnd was 
not foully dealt'\sith.;' Evidence ob- 
tained at the inquest hejd -Wetlnes- 
lay afternoon tends to discredit either 
of these theories and to show that 
:he house was accidentally fired in 
sVich. a. manner that the -woman was 
inable to make 
her escape.

Brown ws a, woman of peculiar tem- 
perament antt -attempted suicide 
a 


fear ago by' drinking concentrated 
[ye at Dccatur. .In the present case 
the suicide^ theory was abandoned on 
the -testimony of the husband, which 
wns satisfactory to the coroner.

would have been" almost impossible 


for a woman to deliberately plan and 1 
execute death by fire for herseif and' 
child. 
The evidence showed conclu-, 


sively that ga?oiine had been used j 
in the rooms- where the fire originated 
and the pibgress' of tlie blaze indi- 
cated thai it'was caused by gasoline.*! 
Coroner Baruett has not yet rendered \ 
his formal verdict, but has found the 
facts to b& as follows: That gasoline 
was used freely; 
matches were in 


close proximity to the can containing 
the explosive; an explosion hurlen 
the woman against the door or v/all 
with such force that she was stunned 
and helpless to snve herself or hei 
baby.
